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Every collector of early jazz knows that King 
Oliver's 1923 recordings of D1PPERMOUTH BLUES 
became the basis of the later SUGARFOOT STOMP. 
There are many other instances of retitling tunes for 
recording purposes that are well known to collectors -- 
the D1PSY DOODLE theme that made many thousands 
of dollars for Larry Clinton in the late thirties had 
stemmed from Armstrong's Hot Five recording of 
SAVOY BLUES and/ or Morton's GEORGIA SWING, etc. 
etc. The theme may have been quite old when Louis 
and Jelly turned to it. 

HERBIE IEEBIES goes back at least as far as 1907 when 
Louis Chauvin Incorporated it as a theme in his beauti- 
ful rag HELIOTROPE BOUQUET and BUDDY BOLD EN'S 
BLUES seems to have been kicking around for a great 
many years before it turned up as the second theme in 
ST. LOUIS TICKLE, a rag of 1904. 

Country blues are rife with friendly pilfering and 
the task of listing examples must fall to the lot of one 
much more knowledgeable in the field than myself. For 
this listing, I 've stayed, by and large, with instrumen- 
tal jazz sandwiched between the two world wars. One 
country blues record must be cited, however, as a study 
in complexity. It is Gitfiddle Jim's PADDLIN' MADE- 
LINE BLUES in which the lyrics of PADDLIN' MADELINE 
HOME are set to the melody line of COQUETTE and a 
single chord that persists throughout (!). 

Tracing down examples of tunes masquerading 
under different titles seems to be an abundant field, 
and a relatively untapped one, for research. Following 
is a brief note regarding the set-up of this listing.

COLUMN 1. gives the specimen' tune, "Jtiis is belieVed 
to be either the first title or the one by which the tune 
is best known. Where pertinent, the artist whose ver- 
sion is best known is given. Composers, record makes 
and issue numbers are not given unless necessary to 
avoid confusion, i.e. - Example no. 107 SUGAR is the 
one by Meyer & Young, not the less familiar composi- 
tion of the same title by Red Nichols nor the more 
familiar one in the standard Dixiel and/Chic agoan 
repertoire. In a case such as this, it is necessary to 
give the composer, obviously. 

COLUMN 2. lists the known names under which the 
Specimen was recorded and the artist making the record- 
ing. In certain cases a tune owes its listing in col. 2 
not because of a similarity of melody but because It 
has been built around the chords of the specimen. 
These tunes are identified with the symbol (#) after 
the title. 

In the case of tunes such as HOW'M 1 DOIN?, with 
•standard chords common to a great many tunes, a full 
listing would be prohibitive here. I have not been able 
to hear all of the examples cited and these are marked 
with the symbol (%) in col. 1 or col. 2. as is appro- 
priate. 

This tune alias listing makes no pretension to 
completeness but is intended as an exploratory listing 
to be added to by other collectors. I would be happy 
to hear from collectors with other examples, correc- 
tions and comments to make.

John Lee Hooker, Buddy Moss, Johnny Young, Albert King, 
Brownie McGhee and Sonny Terry -and even Victoria Spivey. 
The town is wide open for the Blues - and there seems to 
be no abatement. In fact the crest still has not been 
reached. Late press releases indicate that there will be 
more and more on the way. 



Where were they heard?: Ungano, a bright discotheque on 
West 70th Street; old reliable Gerde' s Folk City; Howard 
Solomon's Cafe Au Go Go; The Fillmore East; and on May 7 
(a date to remember) the Electric Circus inaugurated a 
fabulous evening series of 8 Wednesdays which they call, 
"First Generation Blues Concert Series" (more on tills later) 
Across the Brooklyn Bridge in NYC's fair borough of 
Brooklyn another phenomena had come into being. The aging 
famous Brooklyn Apollo Theatre deep in the black belt on 
Fulton Street had opened a series of weekenders featuring 
many blues stars. Within a month's time two down home 
Blues shows have come forth with the talents of Jimmy Reed, 
Howling Wolf, Buster Brown, Big Maybelle, Brooklyn's Little 
Walter, Elmore James'. '.??( namesake relationto famous deceased 
Elmore'.'.?), Junior Parker, Pete Mayes, Lowell Fulson etc. 



Let's return to early March 1969 when you scribe was 
thumbing through the lively Village Voice when one advert- 
isement immediately hit a golden bell. The Chicago Blues 
All Stars with the fabulous gentlemen listed above {Clifton 
James replaced advertised S.P. Leary who was then with 
Howling Wolf) with Atlantic's Blues shouter, Freddy King 



and the near-legend Chuck Berry were to perform at Hunter 
College' s mid-city 69th Street Assembly Hall auditorium. 
The second show wes the best, Harmonica! st Hort on had 
arrived half-way through the .first show( due to unavoidable 
air flight cancellation) and wasn't really warmed up to the 
occasion until So. 2, His harp was magnificent, cutting with 
knife like sharpness as he interpolated end weaved through 
the ensemble passages and behind the vocalists. Big Willie 
Dixon asMC, bass and vocalist; ebullient 88er Sunnyland 
Slim with his pungent vocals; somber introspective Johnny 
Shines with his impassioned crying vocals and whining slide 
guitar; and effective, unobtrusive, team drummer Clifton 
James laying down the beat- were heard as features and 
accompaniments to robust Blues waller, Freddy King and the 
ever popular pop-Blues perennial, Chuck Berry. The Chi Blues 
Stars presented a program of fast, moderate and slow drag 
blues, many of them on-the-spot improvisational performances 
Willie Dixon's bass work was a revelation to the enthusiast- 
ic audience. In this era of booming bass guitars the old- 
fashioned' bull fiddle(and the way Willie authoritatively 
slaps it) captured the audience's imagination. Willie 
garnered perhaps the largest ovation of the evening after 
one of his 5 minute bass explorations. Willie further 
locked 'em up with his amusing "I'm Nervous" vocal. Sunny- 
land Slim commanding the piano excelled in his vocal of his 
well-known Blues evergreen, "When I've Been Drinking . 
Perhaps the most beautiful moments of the evening was Johnny 
Shine' s emotionally penetrating, "Please Love Me" . The 
interplay between Shine' s slide and Horton" s harp was really 
breathtaking. Close on the heels in Blues finesse and com- 
prehension was Big Walter Horton feature vocal and harp on 
"Hard Hearted Woman, She's Evil On Me" , an Improvisation. 
Freddy King, attired in a sharp green suit, in the mold of 
BB on guitar and a combination of Wilson Pickett-BB King 
on vocals shouted and riffed flamboyantly in a more modern 
blues approach. Chuck Berry followed Freddy, jtuned down 
the amps, and then proceeded to give you the best of his 
past hits, all greeted by oohs and ahs by the audience 
touched with nostalgia. His extrovertive "Dingaling" 
became a vehicle for participating singing falsettos 
among the hall's faithful. As an added highlight Chuck 
got taken away by the good Chi Blues sounds with a most 
resounding 10 minute guitar solo, with good Sunnyland 
Slim supplying the grounds. After the show Dixon and 
the band headed toward Boston. This band is tough and if 
they stay together they will have little competition. 
Recorded representations of their sounds can be found on 
the Blue Horizon Records who earlier captured their work 
via LPs featuring two of its members, Sunnyland Slim and 
Johnny Shines. (to BE CONTINUED)

Further to the Phil Baxter material in RR #92 of 
Frank Kelly's reproduced letter from Baxter of March 
17, 1960, and Len Kunstadt's listing of the few Baxter 
discs, here is also a short letter I received from Baxter 
back in 1961, 1 had written to ask him the identities 
of his featured accordionist and trumpeter on the one 
of his two VICTOR discs that I possess, namely, V- 40 160 
"Down Where The Blue Bonnets Grow"/ "I Ain't Got No 
Gal Now". 

Dallas, Texas 
April 2, 1961 
Dear Mr. Bergquist: 

"I am pleased to know that someone is interested 
in my old (Victor) recordings. However, I long ago 
ran out of extra discs. I am enquiring around, tho', 
and if I can locate a copy among some of my old 
buddies, I will be glad to mail it to you. 

Davy Crocker (accordion) was last heard of by me 
in Washington, D. C. . Roy Nooner was playing trumpet 
for me.

II have read in recent issues of Record Research 
some comments on Phil Baxter and his recordings. 
FeeMng that 1 might be able to add a wee bit to the

"The Victor Recording was made in Dallas, Tex, in 
Sept. 1929 at the Park Hotel Ballroom. Baxter, Piano;

SPIKE JONES ALUMNI RESEARCH 
(see RR 86, 87, 94)

I've been doing research on the members of Spike 
Jones band, at least the one who stayed with him a 
while. Some of their stories are fascinating. 
DICK MORGAN, banjo, was also a member of the 
famous Whoopee Makers band that recorded in the 20 's. 
The members were from the Ben Pollack band, who 
Morgan was also with for 2 years. Morgan contributed 
vocals to some of the Whoopee Makers sides, notably 
"Ickey Blues", Right before joining Spike he was with 
Alvino Rey. lie died in 1953. 

GEORGE ROCK, who is unfortunately best remembered 
for his Tiny Tim vocal on "All I Want for Christmas is 
my Two Front Teeth", should be better known as a 
trumpet virtuoso. He could, did, and can play any- 
thing. He made a batch of records with Freddie Fisher, 
most of which were corny, of course, but the notable 
exception is Decca 216 8B, Some of These Days. After 
listening to the Intro, I timed it with tape. Rock 
played FOURTEEN DIFFERENT NOTES PER SECOND! 
And the solo on the last chorus by him is all that fast. 
It's really great. Rock was working in Las Vegas and 
played with his band at Mickie Finn's in San Diego. 
FREDDY MORGAN, famous for his mirthful grin and 
great banjo playing was bom in New York. When he 
was a child, he was burned in a fire, and while 
recuperating was given a ukelele. He became good 
enough at it to win a contest on a Ukelele Ike radio 
show. He switched to banjo professionally, toured 
England and made a record there, came back and when 
WWII broke out, organized a forerunner of the USO and 
entertained troops. In 1947 Jones got a hold of him, 
and he stayed with Spike until 1961, He toured 
Australia, played in Vegas, and has made two very 
good albums for Liberty Records. 

Regarding the FRANK LEITHNER auction item in 
RR 86, 1 don't know the trumpet player, but Leithner 
is the pianist, if there is one. He recorded a lot with 
Spike Jones and made one good piano arrangement of 
Mozart's Rondo alia Turka (!) with Red Ingle. ,He may 
still be alive. 

re: EDDIE CANTOR ADDITIONS

Of interest to Eddie Cantor fans will be that there 
was a set of 5 12" vinyl records made for exploitation 
purposes from the movie Thank Your Lucky Stars, I 
found the album cover and 2 of the discs, but unfortu- 
nately the Cantor numbers were not among them.

I read with interest the notes regarding this band's 
Edison records featuring the Bix-like homman. Several 
years ago, Earl Baker (who did the comet solo on Ben 
Pollack's "He's The Last Word" and the verse to mat 
band's record of "Deed I Do", as well as all the Victor 
sides by the Seattle Harmony Kings) told me he remem- 
bered making an acoustic record for Edison. The one 
tune made was "Someday Sweetheart" but he had 
never seen an issued copy of it nor did he remember 
the band's name or personnel. He did recall that Don 
Murray had secured trie record date for him but was 
hazy on any other details. The name "Piccadilly 
Players" meant nothing to him. If someone has tapes 
of any existing Edison versions of " Someday Sweet- 
heart", I'll be glad to play them for Earl. 

A further note about Baker. He played with Isham 
Jones on two different occasions of indeterminate date 
and duration. He thought he had recorded "Frankie 
and Johnny" with this band several years after the 
Panico version. On his first stay with Jones, the second 
horn making up the two man trumpet team was Quartell 
while, during his second stay, Frank Sigrist (sp.?) was 
the other horn. At any rate, he cut sevlral sides with 
Jones but had never seen them and didn'r\knaw if they 
had been issued or not. •?/ *■"<».» 

Baker remembered having an argument, while ^^* 
with Jones, with Harry Hoffman, violinist and arranger. 
It seems that Hoffman wanted Earl to read the comet 
solo note for note from his arrangement which Baker 
was disinclined to do. Baker won out and the solo was 
recorded ad lib ahhough the record in question was 
unremembered. 

Baker played with Richard Himber c. 1942 and _ 
remembered making several sides Including "Tennessee 
Fish Fry". 

QUERY RE: SOCKER MILLER 

Over the years, several Atlantic City musicians 
have spoken to me of one Socker Miller who played 
comet with the Scranton Sirens. Bill Hamilton, who 
played dmms on the Doc Daugherty sessions for Victor, 
says that Miller "was a great Dixieland player sort of 
like Leo McConville. " Miller was a poor reader, a 
weakness that apparently kept him from joining Paul 
Whiteman, according to Hamilton. He died in the 
early thirties, I gather, from a long and unrelenting 
bout with prohibition hootch. Hamilton thought him 
too young to have recorded with the Sirens but says he 
enjoyed a great reputation as a hot man, 1 wonder if 
any of your readers can throw any light upon Socker 
Miller. 

QUERY RE: WILLARD ROBISON ON VICTOR 

Nat Shilkret Vic. 21458, "The Devil is Afraid Of 
Music" (43513) and "Truthful Parson Brown" (43514) 
both give label credit to Robison as composer and 
vocalist. These two sides do not have die typical 
Shilkret sound. Are they, in fact, by Robison's Deep 
River Orchestra? The bassoon plays a break (apparently 
carefully notated as he plays it twice) which has a 
. Trumbauer ring to it. Any comments? 

PAUL HOWARD SAYS IT'S LEON HERRI FORD

Dear Mr. Kendziora, 

On the back of Historical Records No. 11 you state 
that you do not know who plays the clarinet with the 
Harvey Brooks Quality Four. I wrote to Paul Howard, 
who is a big man in the Musicians' Union out here 
(Local 47) and he had some interesting statements. 
He says that Leon Herri ford played the clarinet solo 
in Frankie and Johnnie, and also the alto work is all 
by him. Paul Howard plays the tenor sax. Howard 
says that Tin Can Henry Allen played drums and 
Gazook. "The Gazook is a tin horn that is sung 
through and played in a cigar tin container. Henry 
was very adept at this and the sound was very effective." 
So it would seem that Jessie Derrick merely sang the
